May  5,  a  Western  Eelectric  Audiometer,  loaned  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  was  used  to  check  pupils  hearing  scienti- 
fically.

The  schools  have  been  free  from  severe  epidemics.  This,  T 
believe,  is  due  to  the  cooperation  of  parents  and  teachers  in  their 
attempt  to  control  communicable  diseases  in  the  home. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  remind  the  parents 
that  there  is  enormous  need  of  a  school  dental  clinic.  Arrange- 
ments for  corrective  dental  defects  will  be  made  if  parents  will 
manifest  cooperation  and  interest-  in  this  important  health 
measure.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  of  Croydon: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  sixth  year  as 
your  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

This  year  when  it  seemed  almost  impossible  to  find  teach- 
ers for  rural  schools,  we  were  fortunate  to  hold  the  services  of 
two  experienced  teachers,  Mrs.  Doris  Kibbey  and  Mrs.  Ruth 
Fisher.  The  children  are  doing  good  work  in  both  schools  and 
those  in  high  school  have  earned  good  ranks. 

The  teacher  situation  is  really  serious.  While  wages  have 
been  raised  they  do  not  meet  the  increases  in  taxes,  living  ex- 
penses, etc.  It  is  right  that  everyone  should  carry  a  part  of  the 
hardships  of  these  times,  but  it  is  well  to  consider  the  difficuT- 


30 


ties  of  finding  new  teachers.  There  are  teachers  who  will  ac- 
cept positions  with  single  grades  at  a  high  salary,  but  those 
who  love  to  teach  and  are  willing  to  do  the  work  of  a  rural 
school  as  part  of  their  contribution  to  public  welfare  are  hard 
to  find. 

It  is  generally  thought  that  the  State  pays  the  expenses  of 
the  elementary  schools  over  and  above  five  mills  on  the  equal- 
ization valuation  of  the  District.  That  was  the  intention  of  the 
law,  but  during  the  last  few  years  it  does  not  work  out  just 
that  way.  The  State  pays  none  of  the  costs  of  educating  high 
school  pupils.  She  will  not  pay  any  costs  for  elementary  educa- 
tion that  she  has  not  approved,  and  since  the  legislature  has 
cut  the  appropriations  on  schools  so  small,  the  approvals  have 
been  cut  on  things  really  needed  in  the  schools  of  this  day.  The 
State  approves  only  So. 00  per  school  for  lights,  and  has  no 
funds  to  pay  for  any  emergencies  such  as  the  transportation  of 
a  new  pupil  or  the  opening  of  a  new  school  in  the  middle  of 
the  year. 

It  would  be  a  great  help  to  equalize  the  cost  of  education 
in  this  state  if  a  law  was  passed  providing  up  to  $1,500.00  for 
each  district  in  the  state  to  help  maintain  a  high  school  or  to 
pay  for  the  education  of  high  school  tuitions. 

We  have  able  teachers,  good  children,  schoolhouses  in  good 
repair,  and  the  graduates  from  our  schools  are  doing  well.  If 
we  can  hold  them  right  where  they  are  until  the  war  is  over 
v^^e  are  lucky  and  should  be  very  happy  about  it. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers,  members  of  the  Croydon 
School  Board,  the  children,  and  the  citizens  for  their  patience 
during  this  year.
